Numerous additions and alterations as as some re-airange- 
ments 'were male to this draft and the completion of the manual 
was for a long time held in aboyanco pending the compilation by 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General of a new Chapter (now 
Chapter 28-A) on Eorest accounts for the Civil Account Code. 
As the Government of India deeii*ed that Provincial Manual should 
contain only such rules as were not included in that Code the 
whole of Pajrt III had to bo recast. Jn the meantime as both 
rules and appendices had in several instances already grown out 
of date the Manual was further corrected up to the SOth of 
September 1916, -with the exception of Ports I and II which 
were printed ofE in 1916.

An Act to amend the Law relating to Foreete, the Traneit of 
Foreet-ppoduoe, and the Duty leviable on Timber. 

[Ab modified up to tho ISlh Oetobor 1911 .] 

W EIEREAS it is expedient to amend tbe law relating to iorestSj tho transit 
of forest-produce and tho duty lovublo on timber ; It is hereby cnooted 
as follows > 


CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

1 . This Act may bo oallod the Indian libtosl Aot^ 1878. 

It shall come into force at once in tho territories rcspoctivoly ailmlnistored 
by tho Governor of Bombay in Counoilj tho Lioutcnint-Guvoinors of tho

CHAPTER IIS 
Of Reserved Forests.* 

3. Tho Local GoTotnmcnt mny, from time (o limCj oonslituie any forest* 
land or wastc^Iand \rhie1i is tho property o£ Govcmmcni> or over nhloh the 
Government has propiiolary rights, or to the wholo or any part o£ tlic forest 
prodneo of whioh the Government is entitled, a llcscrvcd Forest, in tho manner 
hcicinaftcr provided. 

4. Whenever it is proposed to constitute any land a reserved forest, tho 
Local Government may puhlish a notification in the local ollieial Gasolte — 

(a) dedaring that it is proposed to constitute such land a reserv- 
ed foicst ; 

^(6) specifying, as nearly os possible, the situation and limits of 
such land ; and 

(e) appointing an officer (liPtcinaficr called the " Forest Setilc- 
mcntK>inccr'* ) to inquire into and dotormino tho cadst- 
cnoo, nature and OKtent.ot any rights alleged to exist in 
favour o£ any person in or over any land comprised 
within Snell limits, or in or over any forest-produce, and 
to deal nilh tim same as provided in this Chapter. 

Srjtlanaiion.—'^ot the puiposo of olauso (i) of th's section it shall 
he sufToient to desoiibo tho limits of the forest by roads, rivers, ridges, 
or other well-known or readily intelligible boundaries. 

Tho officer appointed under claubo (c) of this section shall oidinarily bo 
a pcison not holding any forcst-offii’c except that of Forest Settlement-officer. 

Nothing in this section shall prevent the Local Government from 
appointing any number of officers not exceeding three, not more than ono of 
whom shall bo a person holding any forcst-olBco except as aforesaid, to 
perform Iho dutijauot a Forost-Settlemcnt-officor under this Act. 

5. Luring tho interval between the publication of snob notification 
and the date fixed by tho notification under scotion 10, no right shall be 
acquired in or over the lend comprised in sneh notification, except hj

When the Local Government undertakes, under clause (a) of this section, 
the maoagemcntofanj forest, waste-land or produce, it may from lime to 
time, by notification in thclooaloffiinal Gazette, dcclaio that any of the 
proviuons contained in Chapters II and IV of this Aot diall apply to such 
forest, waste-land 'or ptodnee, and thcreopon sneh provisions shall 'apply 
accordingly. 

80. If any person he entitled to a share in the produce of any forest 
which is the property of Government or over which the Government has pro- 
piietary rights, or to any part of the forcst-prodnee of which the Government 
is entitled, upon the condition of duly performing any scrvico connected 
with sa(di forest, sneh share shall be liable to confiEcation in the event of the 
fact being established to Iho satisfaction of the Local Government that sneh 
service is no longer so performed : 

Provided that no sndi share shall bo confiscated nntil the person entitled 
thereto, and the evidonoe (it any) wbieb ho may produce in proof of iho due 
perfermanoe of such service, bare been beard by an offijccr duly appointed in 
that behalf by the Local Government. 

81. All money payable to the Government under riiis |Acij or under any 
rule tnailn under this Aot, or on account of the price of any forest-proJnee, or 
of expenses incurred in the eseoation of this Act in respect of such produce, 
may, if not paid when dne, be recovered under the law for the time being in 
force as if it were an orrear of land-revenue. 

82. Wlieu any such montsy is psyallo for^ or in respeot o£j any foresL- 
prodaaOj the amount thereof sliall be deemed to be a first ohaige on sucb 
piodnoe, and such produce may be taken possession of by a Poiesb-offioer 
nntil sndi amonnt has been paid. 

If snob amount is not paid when due^ the Foiest-officer may sell snob 
produce by public auctionj and the proceeds of the sale fihall be applied first 
in dlsobargmg sucb amount. 

The surplus (if any)| if not olaimed within two months from the date of 
the sale by the person entitled theretOi shall be forfeited to His llajesty*

(tt) The “gross yield of a forest is the total volume (in cubic fhet, 
solid) or quantity of all produce felled or ont« whether removed and utilized 
or not. The "outlnm'' or net yield oomprisesl such portion of the gross 
yield as has been or will bo utilized. 

(«t«) The gross yield of all fellings by Government agency must ajqpear 
ju Forms Nos. 1 and 2. Wastage or other unntilizable nm.fnr iii1 be 
written ofi in Forms Nos. 1 and 2. The outturn of illicit fellings shown in 
Form 12 should be shoun in Form 1 when the produce lapses to Govern* 
ment. The outturn of all other fellings must appear in Form No. 4 or 
No. 6 or in the form which may be prescribed under Rule 13.

4t In each sale depdt will bekept a Register of Receipts and Disposals 
(Form 1) in which will be entered all stock as it airires or is sold or 
otherwise disposed of.

(a) Timber, inelading drift and waif wood ; 
ifi) Bamboos, fuel, and other forest-produce.

1895. , known mlosj to regulate their expenditure within these limits. Outside these 
limits no expenditure of any sort whatever can properly be tnourred, unless 
a special additional grant to cover it has boon applied for and sanctioned 

by the Government of India.

32« The Bevlsed Estimates (not Bevised Bndget Estimates, as they are 

often imprc^ly called) make no provision for any expenditure whatever ; 
th <7 axe aeccpi^edi nob sanctioned, by tho Government of India; and no 
entiy in them carries with it any authority for expenditure of any hind. 
They do not oven provide for, or authorize, the expenditure of charges already 
entered in the Budget Estimates; for these latter alone possess authority. 
The Bevised Estimates are not Budgets or appropriations of money, nor do 
they supersede the Budget Estimates as the basis for tho xegulatiou of 
expenditure. They are estimates pure and simple, prepared for information, 
in order to indicate to Gh>vemment how for the expenditure already sanotioned - 
(in the Budget Estimates and in subsequent additional grants, if any 
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will be worked np io. If the figures for expenditure in the Bevised 
Estimates exceed the total of the Budget Estimatesj and of qicoial grants 
already made or applied for, they clearly must be wrong, and will be corrected 
aocoidingly by the Glovemmexitbf India; for no expenditure can bo incurred 
that has not been sanctioned, and if it had become apparent^ before the 
preparation of the Bevised Estimates, that erpenditore in excess of existing 
sanction would be nccessaiy additional sanction would, under standing rules, 
have been applied for at once. 

33 . 7be rule is that sanction to all expenditure in excess of Budget 
provision must be applied for as soon as U ieeames apparent that suet 
espendifure ¥>%U he necessary. When, however, the excess expenditure 
under individual heads is small, it may happen that the general review 
of the year’s requirements whioh is mode for the purposes of the Bevised 
Estimates discloses for the first time the necessity for such expenditure* 
When that is the case, the applicjifaon for an additional grant must be 
made at once, separately, and iu a complete form, so that it may be 
^'sposed of quite apart from tho Bevised Estimates. It has, indeed, no 
connection with those estimates ; for tho making of the application is a 
oondition precedent to the inclusion of the sum applied for in the 
estimates : in short, the estimates depend on tho grant, not tho grant 
upon the estimates. 

34. As soon, then, as it appears that ezpenditaro in exeess of Budget 
sanotion will he 'necessary, an application for an additional grant should 
he made at onoe. It must bo 6hown*>^ 

(1) That the ospenditnre is necessary and nnaroidable, or at least 
in the highest degree advisable ; 

(&) That it could not have been foreseen when the Budget Estimates 
were prepared; or, if it could have been, it must be os^Iained 
why the necessary provision was not made ; 

(S) That it cannot be mot by xe-approptiation within tho Bndget 
grant for forest expenditnxa ; 

(4) That it cannot he mot by re>appn>priation from the Budget 
grants under other major heads of oxpenditaro whioh ore 
controlled by the Local Glovemment. 

35* ^ organisation, snob as the Forest Department, extra esgsondiinre

For instance, expenditure which produces revenue may have to bo

passed by the Go\^mmcnt of India. 

Tho authorized grants made in tho letters .wh'ch convey orders on 
tho Budget Estimates and any additional grants or re-appropriations made 
under proper sanction and authority, and not the figures in the Bevtsid 
Estimates, should thoreforo always bo made tho basis of applications 
for any necessary additional giants. As soon ns it becomes apparent 
that cTpcnditote in excess of tho budget grant will ho ncossmry under 
any head and cannot he avoided, an application for an additional grant 
should ho made, Unless it is avithin tho power of the Local Government 
to sanction tho grant itself s full ovplanation of tho particular items 
to which tbo excess is duo and of the reasons for inourring the ci^tndituro 
should he given, and speoifio ro-appropriations of Budget grants slicnild be 
proposed, or if it is necessary to go beyond^ tho limits of Budget grants 
specific additional grants should be proposed; nor should the explanations 
required in these coses refer in any way to tho Bevised. Estimates. 
It is not convenient that tho Itevibcd Estimates should he in any way 
connected with such applications as their occ^tanoe docs not imply any 
sanction to the expenditure included in them.^ 
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It is also neorseary to point oat tliat additional grants for any 
year cannot be sanotioncd after the close of the year; and that proposals 
for saoh grants as well as fox re-appxopriations of existing grants shonldj 
therefoxej always he submitted in time to admit of orders on them being 
passed befoie the close of the year. Exoosses of expenditure which aro 
asoertained too late to admit of that should bo dealt with as prescribed 
in the above-quoted Resolotioa of ilsi March 1895*

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CHAPTER II.

Adxainistrative Rules, KTotificatious and 
instructions. 

89. Forest Settlements. 

An Extract from a memorandum by the Jnapeotor-Oenerat t(f Foreets, pulluhed 

in Oovernment of Tndia Ciroular No. B-P., dated the Z7th April 1887. 

1. Under seotioii 8 of the Forest Aob it rests with Local Governments 
to deoldo what forests and waste landsj bein:; the property of the StatOj or over 
which the State has proprietary rights, o\ to the whole or any part of the 
forest-prodnco of which the State is entlllcd^ should be constitnted a Itescrvecl 
Porest. There may be forests and wastes so sitnated as to mahe it impolitic 
to pjooeed wltii tiieir setUoment; oQiois^ again, may bo bordonod to sacb an 
extent by adverse rights of users that the benefits OQcruing to the State would 
not oompensate for the expensive settlement preseribed by the Forest Act. 

Bat, as a rale, it may bo laid down that it is the dnfy of Government to 
secoxe the best possible legal title (as prescribed by the Forest Act) to the 
properly, or to each share ns it owa«, iti all forests and waste landii, defined sa 
section 3 of the Act. Having this in view. District Oflioers should bo in- 
structed to initiate proposals for the settlement of all forest and waste lands 
against the reservation of which, in the opinion of the Local Government, no 
foieiblo leasons exist. 

'These proposals by tho District Oheers mnstj natarolly, bo of a general 
character only. They will simply specify the limits of the land in qnestion in 
sneh a way os to fix its situation and to be readily intelligible to interested 
parties ; they shonld not enter into any di enssions likely to affect the future 
settlement, and render ineffeotire the provisions of section 5 of the Act. 

2. Whenever a Local Government is satisfied that no special reasons 
exist why land, fulfilling the description in section S of the Act, shonld not be 
constituted a Reserve, the notificitiou presonbed in section 4 should issue, and 
a Forest Settlement Officer ba appointed. 

8. The procedure of a Forest Settlement Officer may be consIdereA 
under thiee sepirato hoods, viz. 

(1) The proosdurd previous to the adjudication of claims; 

(2) The adjudioatiun as b Civil Couit ; 

(8). The action taken after the adjudication of claims. 
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4. Under (1) the Porest Settlement Officer is required to— 

(a) speoify tlio limits of* the proposed foxest; ^ 

* (£) explflC^ the couBeqaences whioh will ensue on the Teservation o£ 

the forest ; 

(e) fix a period during^ whioh claims may be preferred either in 
writing or in person. 

5. Under (2) the Forest Settlement Officer, acting as a Civil Court, 
is required to record the substance of all statements regarding claims to rights 
invited nnder seotion 6. He is further required to make a similar record of 
any rights of whioh tho existence* is asoertainedj whether from previous records 
or by local inquiry. 

Claims can be divided into three olasses*— 

(1) Claims to a right in^ or ovor^ land ; 

(2) Claims to forest-produce^ inoludtng pasture ; 

(3) Claims to right-of-way or water-course. 

With reB])eot to class (3) tho Forest Settlement Officer has only to 
satisfy himself of the existence of tho ways or wator-courfeos in question and 
to record them as such. Any action in regard to them is ruled by section 24f 
of the Act. 

Beferriog to classes (1) and (2) the Forest Settlement Officer’s first 
duty is to adjudicate on tho evidence and facts before himi to decide whether 
the rights claimed are legally established or notj and to pass an order admit- 
ting or rejecting them accordingly in whole or in part. It is clearly the 
intention of tho Act to settle Ihess claims on their legal merits^ and not with 
reference to any ^ccial objects whioh wore had in view when it was proposed 
to constitute tho forest a Beserve. Claims must be admitted or rejected 
within the limits to which tho right has been substantiated. Local Govern- 
ments should, as a ruloj appointi some person^ nnder.sootion 18 (who may most 
suitably be the local Forest Officer) to attend at the inquiry^ pleod^ and act on 
behalf of the State before the Forest Settlomont Officer. This person will 
have a proper legal standing, be able to cross-examino witnesses *who support 
olaimsj produce evidence to rebut olaimsj oomment on any doouments or 
evidence ; and if bo desires to prefer an appeal against any dooision, tho Forest 
Settlement Officer should give him a oortified copy of each deoision. It is of 
vital importance that only such rights should be admitted as are legally 
proved to exist, and then only to tho extent proved. 

* X forort tmot proposed to bo rosorrod froqnontly inolndos yillago lande, or lands tlio owner- 
fcliip of wliioh is at least qnoationnblo, nod it hoB been oonsiderod inoozisietent with seotion 5 o{ 
tho Aottopormit nowaloirlnffs in nnoh land. This oiroamstanoo mny result In hardsliips oe 
aiUtoto offainst rosoimtion. Xho diJDeaitr bo orproomo by exolndias ^ C0O lands, by spoelal 
mention, tzom tho xovlaionsoC the proUminsTy noiiUoatione. 
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QThere is notliiiig in thoEoresi Act that jnstifiea tlie Forest Settlement 
Officer in providing for the prospective wants o£ non-existing settlers, or for 
a futora and possibljr more nnmerons generation ; nothing that permits the 
concession, by a Forest Settlement Officer, of more extensive rights than those 
which he finds to exist at the time of eettlemont. The rights claimed must 
be actnally existing rights, vested in an individnal or person, or in a definite 
body of persons, such as, for instance, a number of co-owners, ora village 
community. They may be rights in grass, nnoonneoted with the ownership 
of immovable property (houses or land), or they may be rights attached to 
the ownership of such property* They msy be rights on luring only for a 
certain period, or for the life of the person in whom they are vested, or they 
may be rights which will pass to the heirs of that person, or pass in perpo-- 
tnity wilh the property to which they are attached. Bat they must be- 
existing and vested in some person, or body of persons, who can <daim theoL 
at the time of settlement. 

IE the Forest Settlement Officer is permitted, to provide for the indefinite 
prospective wants of an indefin'te prospective number of right-holders, he 
may be providing for the gradual absorption and final extinction of the 
actually existing rights of the State. 

It is oenceivable thdt a claim midnight establish a right of sneh a nature- 
that it would possibly, in counse of tim*, entitle him to larger benefits from, 
forest than he was entitled to at the t*ms of settlemmt. For inttinse, he 
. might show that he was entitled to pasture for all cattle employed by him in 
the cultivation of his land, and he might be in possession of extensive wa«i 9 
and, which he was gradually bringing under cnlbivation — a process which, 
of necessity, would tend Ic^incroass the nnnber of his cattle. Here the 
Forest Settlemant Officer, ihoigh dealing only with ^'actniUy existing 
rights,^^ would also have totako into aooount prospective wants 

In snob a case, which coni I probably only arise when the r'ght in 
question had been specially conferred by the terms of a former grant, 
revenue settlement, or sanad, it would seem reasonable to admit the same- 
within a maximum, which should he determined with raferance to the 
rights actnally enjoyed by the olaimant at the time of niiLlri?ig P the 
record, and with due regard to the potential capabUities of the forest. 

A joroscriptive right, to exist at all, must be proved to have been- 
regularly cxerolszd in the past ; and in no case can a proscriptive right 
over any forest be hold to have hem acquired by the eoniinuons par. 
chase of its prodnee from the owner, the element of adverse enjoyment 
and of enjoyment as of right on which prescrixition rests being whofly 
wanting. 7 
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In regaid to rights of class {!), admitted ia whole or in paxtj three 
courses are open to the Eorest Settlement Officer, and these are clearly 
stated in section 10 of the Act. 

With legaid to rights of dasa (8), similarly dealt with nnder section 
11, the forest Settlement Officer is to record^ in the manner prescribed 
in section 18, his decision in all oases, whether in faronr of the 
claimant or otherwise ; and it would probably be found convenient if 
the Settlement Officer briefly entered an epitome of the grounds for his 
decision, the evidence and finding being, as a matter of ooursoj duly 
reoorded at length in the judicial proGeedings. Providing for this and 
other details of prooednre within the provisions of the Act, as explained 
in this Memorandum, the Iiocal Ghivemments may also make roles, 
under section 76 (d) of the Ajct, similar to those issued by the 
Oovomment of Madras under section 03 (6) of Act V of 188S. 

Section 13 of tho Act provideB for a complete record of the extent 
of sneh rights as have been admitted, and of the limits within which 
claims have been established. The preparation of this record brings to 
a close the duties of the Forest Settlemonb Officer ^when proceeding as 
a. Civil Court. 

•6. The Forest Settlement Officer should now proceed, with due 
regard for tho maintenonoe of the forest, to arrangefor the continned 
exerolse of the rights to the extent admitted. 

Under section 14 ho is at, liberty to adopt one of three conrses 

(а) Transfer tho burden of the right to some other oonvenienfly 

sitoffted and available forest; 

(б) Alter the proposed boundaries, so as to cxolnde an area of 

forest sufficient for the exoroiso of the rights admitted, and 
convenient for the purpose ; 

{c) ftecord an order continuing tho exercise of the right to the 
extent admitted, at snob seasons, in such portions of the 
foresl^ under snob rules as may from time to time be prescribed 
by tho Local Government. 

Xt is evident that this section is only intended to regulate the 
legally admitted rights, and gives no power to alter or extend snob rights. 

If the Settlement Officer acts nnder (o) or (6), the section explains 
clearly enough what course ho should followt 
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Under tbe Forest Settlement Officer mnst record an order deolar. 
ing that the daimants o£ the admitted rights may contmne to exercise 
the rights to the extent admittedj (a) at each seasons ; (i) within snch 
portions o£ the proposed forest ; and (c) sabjeot to such roles as may^ from 
time to timej be prescribed by the Local Oovernment. 

The rules that are here referred to must not sabstanfiallj detract from 
the rights of either the claimant or the State. Sndi roles ate not intend- 
ed to define the legal status of rights olaimcdj but -only to control the 
exercise of rights admitted ; for the power to make sneh roles is limited^ 
and does not extend to fixing the number of oattlo which a right-holder 
may send into the foresti or Ihe amount of produce he may extract. An 
order admitting a claim to rights of postore or forest-prodnce cannot 
therefore^ be limited or extended by any declaration in rules framed under 
section 14 (s) of the Forest Act. 

The roles might be snbh as to requiroj e«g.j cattle to be marked, to 
wear bellsj or produce to be removed by certain roads. 

In cases where the tight admitted and recorded is of such a nature, 
that it would, in course of time, entitle the right-holder to laiger benefits 
from the forest than he enjoyed at the time of settlement, a maximnm 
dionld befixed insooh away as to render substantial justice io the daim- 
ants and to the State, having dne rogoid for the irdl-bring of the forest. 

E.g., for a few years immediately preceding settlement ihe catQe of a 
vUlageuiay have been conriderably reduced by disease or other canses. It 
is, in this ^oase^ obviously desirable to fix a maximun number of cattle 
izL excess of what exist. Similarly, a village, owing to dacoities has been 
reduced by the emigration of some of its inhabitants, who, in more settled 
times, may be expected to xetam. In snob a case it may be necessary to 
■fix the bamboos, etc., at a quantity in excess of aotuid present xequire- 
menta. 

Section 16 provides that if a Beserved Forest cannot be maintained 
'os a forest side by side with "ihe continued exercisa of sooh rights as have" 
been admitted over it, the Forest Settlement Officer may commute suoh 
rights as render a proper treatment of the forest impossible, either by 
oarii payment or by the grant of land, or in sooh^other way as he thinks 
fit. The Local Oovernment may make rules in reference to this qu^txon 
which may prescribe the basis upon which money compensation may be 
assessed, or land be given in exchange (Madras Government Notification 
G. O. No. 970, dated 27th August JL881> paiagraphs 12 and IS). 
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7. It is^ without doubt, desimblo that a professional Forest Offipor sbottld 
be associated with the Forest Settlement Officer to assist and advise os 
to the aotion the latter may wish to tnlce under seotions 14 and 15. The 
question whether a forest can be maintained or not under exeroise of 
oertain rights, and whether seotion 14 or seotion 15 is applicable to the 
case in point, is one demanding praotioal experience and professional know- 
ledge ; and the advice of the Forest Officer, besides being useful as a means 
of pointing out what it is praotioable to effect with duo regard to the mainte - 
nance of the forest should also prove of material assistanoe in arranging 
for a settlement of all claims on a simple and stable basis. 

The Forest Officer may be usefully consulted in the final selection of 
boundaries. 

8. This brings the work of the Forest Settlement Officer under the 
Act to a oonolusion, and, subject to any orders passed on appeal, seoiires, onoo 
for all, the sound Icg^al status of the Bescrvad Forest In question. 

9. The management of the forest, with the legal obligations imposed 
at the time of settlement as a first charge, upon it, should now be left to the 
provisions of a Working-plan, drawn up hy a professioual Forest Officer 
after fnll examination of the oapahilitiCB of the/orest and the demmds, local 
or other, which it can snpply, and with careful regard to the orders ani rules 
of the Local Oovernment under section 14, clause (e) . 

10. Appellate Courts oan only decide ou the same lines as those upon 
which the Forest Settlement Ofliocr had originally passed judgment, and 
the Local Government, when revising nneh procedure under section 17 
should be guided by the same principles. 

11. At this stage, it bcoomes the duty of the Local Government to 
publish the final notifloation deolaring the forest to he reserved. Suoh 
notification must specify definitely the limits of the forest acooriing to 
houi^arg marha. As this is intended as a safeguard against enoroaohmeuts, 
the boundary statement should be sufficiently aeourate to meet this purpose. 
A mere enumeration of adjacent lands does not fulfil the requirements of the 
Act. 


18. Under seotion 81, the Local Government may, within five years, 
revise any arrangement, rescind or modify any order, under sections 14 and 17 
including any orders of revision passed fay ^ihem under the latter section, 
provided such arrangements or orders are replaced by somo other of the 
proceedings possible under seotion 84 or 85. No now rights can be admit- 
ted under this seotion.

1. It frequently happens that the sylvioultural treatment which is 
theoretically tho bofat cannot be wholly applied owing to want of demand and 
the like, and recourse must ho had to a method which is not tho best but 
which must bo adopted to satisfy the conditions* In such a oasc^ besides 
dealing in the working-plan report with the method it is proposed to apply 
immediately^ the best method from a sylvionltural point of view^ i«c.| best 
suited^ to the physical -conditions of tho forest^ should also bo clearly indicated 
and briefly diLOissed in the plan. Any unavoidable departure from tha{. 
method should thon| as px as possible^ be explained and justified in detail. 
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111 tgftftt ing of the best eylTionltural method the three foUoving Bobjeote may 
be taken consecntiTely ^ 

a 

(a) Object sought to be attained ; 

(d) Method of treatment adopted ; 

(e) The exploitable age. 

So, 'When the demand is not equal to the posBibility of the annual oonpe^ 
light or short fellings are frequently prescribed. This principle is open to 
objection, as it results in some or all of the coupes containing at the end of the 
rotation a stock of material which should have been removed in the interests 
of the forest. 

Even though the whole possibility of a coupe cannot be utilized, the 
feeUings should follow each other regularly, that is to say, the cuttiugs of 
each Euooessive year should continue those of the year precedingi for if this be 
done, then any balance that may remain at the end of the rotation will be 
comprised in one complete block instead of existing in patohes scattered all ovc^ 
the forest. If duiing the course of the rotation the demand should be found to 
inotease the existing balance can be felled and the provisions of the plan fully 
complied with ; while if, on the other hand, the demand does not rise saffi- 
olently to allow the possibility to be removed, then the necespsiy reduction 
in the size of the annual coupes will be easy to carry out at a revision of the 
plan. 

S. Works dealing with sylvicultural improvement, and lines of com- 
munioation and export should be completed after the lapse of a definite period 
of years. They should be allotted in the plan to x>aTtIoular years, tho allot- 
ment to he binding on the local officers unless the Conservator sanotions a 
deviation for reasons recorded in Porest Department Code Porm No. 4. Per 
buQdingB, demarcation, and minor works a general plan for a term of years may 
be pEeBaribf*d, deviations from which would require the sanction of the Local 
Glovemment, but the manner in which the details are carried out may 
be controlled solely by the Con^^ervator, who will record and give reasons in 
Perm No. 4, Porest Department Code, for any deviations from the method of 
piooedure originally suggested which he may sanation from year to year. 

4. When submitting preliminary reports for the preparation of working- 
plans as prescribed in Article 48, Porest Dqmrfcment Code, Seventh Edition, a 
small aketoh map should be attached, showing roughly the proj oa^ work- 
ing circles and any other useful information whloh can be conveniently 
included.

But in very exceptional oiroumstinces it may 
be desirable to compound such cases or lot the offenders off with warn, 
ings, and in such circumstances cases miy be so disposed of, provided 
the District Officer approves and any compensation fixed is reaUzed by 
the Divisional Officer or by a snbordinnto who is competent to com* 
pound cases. As a rule, when it is not desirable to pros^aatc, warding 
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offenders is preferable to oomponndingj dne precaution boing^ of oourse^ 
taken to make the offenders understand that they are being leniently dealt 
prithj and the olrcumstances of all eases disposed of by warning Or 
oompounding should be reported to the Conservator.

Forest Deportment Inspection Bungalows aro intended primarily 
for tho ncoommodation of Gazetted Officers of the Forest Department on 
tour, and such offieors have tho prior right to occupy them. 

3. A Forest Department Bungalow msy bo occupied by Gazetted * 
Officcis of Govemmentj other than Forest Officers when tcavelling on 
duty without payment of rent, provided as follo\rs 

(]) Tho bungalow is not required for ocoupation by an oOiccr 
of the Forest Department on duty. 

(2) bungalow is A'ucated immediately on requisition being 
made by officer of the Forest Department intending to 
occupy it while on duty, 

(3) The period pf occupation is limited to ten days for one visit. 

4. Tho nature of a Forest Officer's duties frequently entail a lengthy 
^tay in a locality and the period daring which such officers may occupy 
a bungalow, Jfree of rent, is not limited, except by order of the Head 
of his Department. All other Gozetiod Officers when tho period of 
their occupancy exceeds ten days, must obtain the consent of the Con- 
servator of Forests in writing and will pay rent at tho rates specified 
in Buie 6. 


6. Gazetted Officers other than Forest Officcts not 'travelling on duty 
and non-oflicials may temporarily occupy a Forest 'Department bungalow 
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only vritih tlio ‘nrifion permission of the Conservafor of Porests vibo frill 
fix,1iho period of suoh occupation. 

0. The follotring; mto of rent frill bo charged •

be posted in each bungalow and occupants damaging the same will be 
liable to pay tbo listed cost. 

8. OlBcers and others occupying Forest bungalours are reiuired to 
keep them neat and clean, and, if they are unable to do by meane 
of their own servants, they will bo rognired to pay the Chankidar at 
the rate of Bo. 0-8-0 a day for the purpose in addition to the usual 
fees. 

9. All persons ooenpying Forest bungalows must mike their own 
arrangements for obtaining water, fuel and supplies— 'the Bnngalow 
Chankidar is not to be employed for the pnipose. 

■ 10. The Conservator of Forests may delegate his powers, under 
Buies 4 and 6, to the Divisional Forest OfiBcer in charge of the Division.

107. Mode of realizing Revenue by the use o1 Forest Stamps. 


(1) The sale of forest stamps and their use on licenses for the removal 
of forest-produce, and the method of oheok on the Accounts necessitated by 
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"fcheir usOj aro rogulated according to the following ^stem « 

SyfiTCM OF FoncsT Staufs. 

Tlio znoizi principles adopted ore — 

(f) That vendors shall hove as little as possible to do beyond selling 
tho stamps and crediting the money into the Treosuiy ; 

(rt) That the classification of forest revenue for departmental purposes 
shall bo done by paid officials of the Eorest Department. 

(0) Some difficulty has at times been experienced owing to the inability 
or unwillingness of licensed vendors to themselves attend at the Treasuiy and 
receive the commission duo to them, or to authorize by Powcr-o£-Attomey 
their agents or servants to receive it for them. 

In order to abate this difficulty it has been decided that tho discount duo 
on the purchase of forest stamps shall he payable to the stamp-vendor’s agent 
or servant on production by the latter of a stamped receipt signed by tho 
atamiF-vcndor for tbo amount of commission due. As this commission or 
discount is jiayable at the rate of one anna per rupee the stamp-vendor should 
experience no difficulty in making out his receipt. 

The receipts may be endorsed on tho bock of tho ehaJan presented by tho 
stamp-vendor or written on a separate paper. With a xiew, however^ to 
maintain simplicity of procedure and save trouble in the Treasury^ the receipt 
in question should ordinarily be endorsed on the It will then ho 

ncccssaiy for stamp-vendors to beep by them a stock of eiafans and to fill 
them up themselves^ endorsing a receipt for the discount before despatching 
their servant or agent to tho Treasury^ and stamping the endorsement when 
necessary. With a view to checking frauds Treasuiy Officers should obtain 
a specimen of the stamp-vendors’ signaturcsi and it would be an advantage if 
^ particular servant or agent were ordinarily employed for this purpose by 
cTacb stamp- vendor* 

(3) The security bond to be taken from vendors should bo in Form SO, 
Buxxs TO UUOUXATB THU SaiX OF FOEEST STAMPS. 

(1) liiccnscd vendors arc of three classes — - « 

(t) Salaried vendors^ being men already in the service of Government, 
w*bo are employed in checking produce leaving the forest. An 
advance of stamps will b<r given to tbem^ but they will rocoivo 
no commission or discount on sales.

(ti) Licensed vendors to whom an adranco of stamps will bo given 
^ and who will receive a commission of 0 pies in tbo rupee on 

salcf receipts. 
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(fVf) Iiiconfied vcndora yrho putohaBe' sapplies of stamps from tjbe 
Tieasuxy for cash and receive a disoonni on their purchases of . 
an anna in the rupee. 

The amount of advances admissible to vendors of classes (r ) and (»»} *17111 
bo fixed by the Divisibnal Forest Officer with the sanction of the Deputy 
Commissioner^ and security ('^} must be famished by them to a limit which 
shall be fixed by the seme auidiority* 

(i&) The Forest Divisional Officer will furnish the Treasury Officer with a 
statement in Form 31j showing the persons who have been appointed vendors, 
and the rate of commission and discount admissible to each. Any additions to 
this list should be i^orted to the Treasury Officer by the Forest Diyitional 
^ Officer from time to time in the Same form. 

(3) Licensed vendors of doss (fit) must moke their own axiangements for 
procuring stamps from the Treasury. 

Licensed vendors of classes (i ) and (it) must eithcirattend at the Treasury 
in person or by agentj or may send their indent by post, remitting the cost of 
stampsj less oommission due, if any. The cost of such remittance shall bo 
recovered from the Forest Department.

The Forest Officer may also, if he pefers, arrange for the collecting of the 
receipts from, and the supply of stamps to, any vendor through his own 
Bab6rdiuateB. , * ^ ^ 

For this purpose any Forest suborilinate may receive an imprest advance 
of stamps from the Treasniy to an amount to be fixed with the approval of 
the D^uty Commissioner. 

A Banga Officer (or any other subordinate) providing stamps under these 
rules to an authorized vendor out of his impest advanoo should not charge 
direct in his accounts the amount of oommission allowed in his purdiase, hut 
shotdd forward the license vendor’s indent with the amount, less commission 
due, to the Jl?reasuTy Officer, who will issue to the Bange Officer stamps to the 
'valuoof the amount of the indent (adjusting tBe commission in his booh), thus 
mnTring np fho full omount advanced by the Bange Officer. 

(4) All applications for stamps shall be in Form 88 in triplicate. No£ less 
than Bsi 5 worth of stamps shall he indented for at one time, nor ^all stamps 
of one kind be issued for fraction of a rupee. 

(5) Treasury and Sub»Treasury Officers shall, whenever practicable, comply 
with such indents in full, or, if unable to do so, will note the stamps actually 
issued ou tbe indents. After signing the certificate one copy of the indent . 


(*; yorm of BCMsozi^pKinibed in ABpi.ndiz Y. 
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will be retnmed to the licensed vendor and the other retained for transmissioii 
to the Forest Officer* {See Buie 16 below.) 

(6) The licensed vendor will maintain a stamp ledger in Form SS. All 
receipts and issues will be entered in this as the; ocear, and the balance struck 
daily. 

Disposal op Foeebt Pnoimon.. 

On the last day of the month or oftener if the Forest Divisional Officer so 
directsj the licensed vendor will forward a statement of the receipts and issues 
during the month and the balance in hand to the Forest Divisional Officer 
n Form 86* 

(7) Forest Divisional Officers will furnish licensed vendors with a list of the 
PriaclcB for which they axe empowered to issue licensesj giving 4he rates charge- 
able for the different loads of such produce^ and specifying the forests for 
which they may issue licenses. 

(8) Iiioenses will be in Form 36. They wfll be bound in books of 60 
Fach license will bear the number of the book and number of the license 
which should be entered before issaoj and should be sealed with the Forest 
Divisional Officer’s seal. 

They will be issued to licensed vendors as required^ free of charge. 

(9) Idcensed vendors will isbue licenses from a single book till all the 
forms in it are exhausted or the book in use is returned to the Divisional 
Forest Officer as provided in Buie 10. 

Licenses must always be given out in the proper sequence of numbers. 

Before issuing a license the vendor will fill up and sign all three parts 
and affix the necessary stamps on the back. If there is only one label to be 
used it will be affixed to the top edge of the Ucense^ and^ if there are more 
"than one, the label of highest value will be so affixed, the rest following in 
BUCccssLve descending order of value touching one another, edge against edge. 
The vendor will then affix the date and thus de&ce t&e labels on each part 
of the license. Having done this he will, under the date, enter the number o£ 
license and book and his signature* 

He will then punch each stamp on the lines of the separation between the 
several parts, taking care that the hole is divided between the first and second 
parte, and the second and third parte* 

The second and third parte will then be tom off and given to the purchaser 
as his license. 

The first part (or counterfoil) is the left-hand part. 

The second part is the middle part. 
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Vho ihird part is the zight-liaiid part. 

The sepaxaticm of the stamp parts before jtasting the entire stamp on a 
lUense and the tearing of the second and third parts of the license before 
punching the stamps are prohibited. ^ 

(10) At the fdoae of the month the licensed vendor irill forward all books 
from which any license has been issued to the Porest Divisional Office 
through the Tahsildar or Bang^ Officer as ordered. 

If there are any blank forms in a book the counterfoils of used licenses 
will be lemovedj and the book returned to the vendor^ it being noted on the 
cover how many license fonns it now contains. 

(11) The Bange Officer must arrange for the recovery of the middle part 
of as many licenses as possible from purehasers before th^ leave the forests 

The Forest Onards will send all such middle parts collected by them to 
the Binge Officer, who will post them in a statement in Form 87 for eadi 
licensed vendor. 

' At the close of the month this statement, with die middle parts ajtaohcd, 
will be sent to the Forest Officer. 

(12) In the Divisional Forest Office a return will be compiled from the 
middle parts of licenses received from the Bange Officers as wdl from those 
fcounteifoils of licenses received from the licensed vendors under Buie 10, the 

parte of which have not been collected. The totals of the two will be 
cheeked with the total sales shown in the statement of soles submitted by the 
licenaed vendor in' Form 34i under Buie 6* Any discrepancy wbiesh iheu 
xcmains can only be due either to mistake in the license vendor’s aoccmnt o? 
to fraud on his p^. 

(18) The Forest Divisional Officer will maintain the foUomng ^^stors:— 
(j) File book of statements received from licensed vendors under Buie 6. 
(u) File book of indents reoeived from Treasury Offioezs under Bute S. 

BefcKe filing the statements reoeived from licensed vendoiB under Buie 6 
the total zeceiptB of stamps entered in them ahould be cheeshed with the 
indents received from Treasury Officers under Bnle 5. 

(14) The Forest Dividonal Officer must arrange for the frequent cdieck of 
the stamp ledger and stomp balances oflioensed vendors by their suboidinate 
officers, in order to guard against stamps being divided before issue of license, 
and mis-statement of the balanoe in hand. 

* (16) With the monthly accounts Forest Divirional Officers, will forward to 

the Conservator a statement showing, as regards the stamps in the hands of 
licensed vendors, and of Forest subordinates holding imprest advances—* 

A. The opening balance of the month. 
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l?h6 value o£ stamps received from tHc Treasury on payment. 

B« Add—Vhe value of stomps received from the Treasury as advance. 
(mDedue^^Vho value of stamps refunded to the Treasury. 

C. The value of stamps issued by license vendors. 

D. The closing balance of the month. 

This statement may be in the IForm 35 and the entries should give 
details as above shown against B. 

{Id) Xiicensed vendats may obtain refund of the price paid by them less 
any discount already received, on rotnmingj into the Treasury, the stamps in 
respect of which refund is claimed, and fulfilling such other conditions os the 
iPorest Divisional Officer may prescribe. Such refunds should bo noted in fho 
Treasury Officer's monthly stamp-issue return (Buie 6). 

(17) Any advance of stamps made to a licensed vendor may bo recalled at 
any time by the Forest Divisional Officer. 

(18) Any licensed vendor may be dismissed by tbc Forest Divisional Offioer* 
who shall then rotum his stock of stamiis to the Treasury, receiving a refund 
of their value under Buie IG. 

(19) Except with the qMcial permission of the Conservator, who may 
authorise sales by means of stamps from any dcp6t, forest-produce sold from 
dep6ts will not be sold on stamped licenses, but on ordinary receipts (Form. 
8), for cash. In the few instances in which sales of drift and waif timber, 
etc., etc., are made they will ordinarily be for cash. In other words, 
revenno coming under heads I and III will, in the absence of the specM 
permission above mentioned, be cash revenue. Bevenue under head V will, as 
liitherto, be cash revenue. 

(20) Range Officers’ accounts (and, os long as the Sub-Bango Officers ore 
retained, tbeir accounts also) will be closed on tbc 25tb day of each month, and 
from that date all sums of revenue received in a Bangc will, of course, be at 
once entered in the cash-book, but will not bo remitted to the Treasuxy till the 
Ist of tbc following month. 

Divinonal Officers will close their accounts on the last day of tho month. 

(21) The Divisional Office cash-book will thus'inolnde tlic Treasury Officer's 
figures for tho month showing sales of stamps by tho Ticasizty daring tho 
month, and all receipts in Ranges up to the 26th and of course all his own 
reedpts of tiio whole month.

The whole of the Buie 9 translated into the vernacular will be printed and 
pasted on the front cover of each license booki bo that no vendor can plead 
ignorance of them. 

Arrangements will be made for the location of the stamp vendor as near • 
the eirde under wori^g as possible. He should bo the Agent of the 
Stamp Contractor, if there be one in the district, otherwise the most 
competent person that the Divisional Forest Officer can select. In suitable 
localities the patwari should, if piactioablOj be associated in the work 
q£ stamp-vending; not necessarily to the excltisiom of other agency.

If a license is issued for mom thau one block' or forest, these blocks 
or forests sbonld not only be situated in one and the same sub-range, but also 
lie along one and the same lino of export. Also, only a single line of export 
will be prescribed on the license, otherwise (heck will be rendered impossible, 
enabling the bolder, if dishonest, to remove, with little risk of detection, the 
full quantity of produce by each separate route. Iiastly, the quantity of pro- 
*dnce covered by a single pass should not be so large as to require being remov- 
ed in several instalments, thereby rendering oheok diffi(su1t, if not impossible. 
If a jiurobaBcr wishes to buy a large quantify ho should be given meue than 
one license, so that each license may cover only a single removal of produce.

QSmher and other produce required for Public Works, such as roadsj 

bridges and buildings, which will be of 
Mrifltanco in the development of Forest leve- 
nue in the Santal Parganas district, shall be 
supplied by the Forest Department frcie of 
(hargo on the following conditions : — 

(1) The Depnfy Commissioner will cause estimates of amounts of timbe^ 
or other produce required for eaoh work to bo pr^ored, and will forward 
them oa to the Divisional Forest Officer with instructiouB to mark the trees 
or make over other produce required. 

(2) On the receipt of such instructions the Divisional Forest Oflicer must, 
unless the value of the trees or other produce at current rates exceed Ba. 600, 
or he has reason to consider an estimate excessive, in cither of which cases 
be must at once report to the Dq[mfy Commissioner, mark the trees or supply 
the other produce in the area most conveniently tituated in respect to the 
work fox which they are required, where trees or other jiroduco are available. 

(3) If the value of trees or other produce required for any work exceed 
Bb. 600 the Deputy Commissioner ill refer to the Conservator with a view 
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to obtain OoTOminonVa sanction of the grantj andj if he does not agree to the 
xednotion of any estimato proposed by the Divisional Forest Offioer he trill 
oonsnlt the Consinvator. If ho fails to agree trith the Conservator the ques- 
tion must be reforred to the Commissioner for final orders. 

(4) If the Forest Department supplies timber or other prodnoo it has 
oollected at the cost of Gh>vcmment, the Civil Department trill refund to the

113, Execution of Contracts. 

With reference to part of the Besolution of the Government of 
India in tho Home (Judicial) Department, No. dated the SSth 

Moroh 1896, and Government of India Ciroulor No. 713-7S4>, dated 
the 2nd June 1913, the following rules are prescribed J— 

(1) No officer other than those of the classes mentioned in the 
following rules shall be empowered to enter into a contract on behalf of 
Government in matters conneotod with the administration and working 
of forests, and with the business of the Forest Department generally. 

(2) Any Forest Officer appointed by an order in tho Bihar and 
OtUm GazeUe to hold oliarge of a Forest Division shall be empowered 
to enter into and oscoute oontraots and other instruments in matters 
omueobed with the administration and working of forests, and with the 
business of the Foroat Department generally, within his jurisdiction, 
including leases of land but not including oontraots relating to the purchase or 
sale or permanent acquisition of land, provided that the value of the 
property to which tho oontraot or instrument rdiatos, or the amount of tho 
expenditure involved does not exceed Bs. 2,000. 

(3) Similar powers shall he exerdsed by the Conservator, wheze the 
value of tho ^ proper^ or the amount of expenditure involved exceeds 
Bs* 2,000, but does not exceed Bs. 10,000. 

(4) Where the value of the properly or tho amount of the expenditure 
involved exceeds Bs. 10,000 the confnraot shall ho executed by the Sociotary 
to tho Local Government in tho Bevonuo Department (Forests), 

stomp nsicimcatB modo with tho Forest Dopattment arc exempt from 
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(6) Divisional Officoxs slionld Lava these contracts dratm up in 
Ponns I'Tbsi 60j 61^ and executed in the presence of an attesting vritness* 
All oonfmots for snms exceeding Bsi S^OOO dionld bo forwarded to the 
Conservator of Poxests. 


114. Concessions in connection with new Forms 
of Enterprise. 

As a conso^nenco of the hccent indcstiial expansion in this conn*' 

ti 7 the cominexoial demand for foresUproduct has 

uth of late years considerably eidaiged and Local 
jraanoorisu. Govemmcnts are now fiieguently approached 

by the commercial pubUo 'witb. reqaests for tlio grant of concessions in 
connection with the doTolopmcnt of neir industries such as those relating 
to tho manafactuxe of paper-pulpj matches^ tannin extractsj acetonesj etc. 


(9) Tho Government of India are anxious to give every encouragement 
to now enterprises of this character, and Local Governments have hitherto 
dealt with them in a liberal spirit; bui^ os tho class of transactions under con- 
sideration diffora considerably from those connected with tho ordinary trade 
and timber and other wdl-establishcd forest industries it must frequently be 
the case that neither Local Governments nor their Forest Officers have at 
their disposal the information and es^erionce necessaiy to enable them to deaf 
satisEactorily with applications for concessions in connection with these newer 
forms of enterprise. Conoessions may consequently be granted and terms 
conceded to the some class of industry in different provinces which may vary 
so markedly as to cause serious inconvenience. The Government of Indiuj 
on the other hand, being in correspondence with the- different provinces and 
having at their disposal tho advice of the authorities of tho Forest Kesearch 
Institute at Dohra Sun (where tho most careful attentiou has of late years ' 
been bestowed on the devdopment of now forms of forest industries) are, as 
a rule, in possession of better information than Local Governments £9r deal- 
ing with appUcations for this class of concession, and they thercEoro consider 
it desirable that for the present, at any rate, contracts of this character should 
be submitted for their scrutiny before being formally ratified by tho Local' 
Government* 


(S) The Gh>vernment of India are unablo to define with precision tho 
dasB of concessions which they desire to be xeforrad to them, but it will be 
recognized that while they have no desire to modify in any way the existing 
axxangements for the giant of ordinaiy forest contracts in respect of the 
extrsation of timber and the maintenance of existing and well-established 
indnstiies, or to necessitate the submission of contracts of any kind which 
are of a comparatively trivial and unimportant obaractor, they shculd bo 
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salted before any coiftracts or amendments of confaracts arc entered into 
wdiieh extend over a period of years or OTor oonsiderable areas and are connect- 
ed with proposed new xndastries or newly-establisbed industries which 
jpromiso to bo ofoommexcial importanoo* 

*(4) The submission of such contracts to {he Government of India is 110 % 
intended to preclude Ijocal Governments or their officers from obtaining^ the 
advice and assistance of the Forest Bescarch Institute during the progress 
of negotiations previous to the final preparation of the agreement between 
Oovernment and the conoessionaires, and the Government of India tmst that 
full use may be made by liocal Governments of the information and exp^- 
rienoe which has been collected, often at considerable expense, by the expert 
officers attached to the Institute#

(4) In the event of the District OSiccr and the Conservator differing on any

-^th tho correspondence out of which it arosc^ should be submitted to the Com*

Bemarks on ($) admunstrative capacify ;rCtO technical 
skill ; (tie) physical capadiy ; (4v) moral diameter dionld bo recorded once a year 
on fifith Jnne. The rolls of officers in independent diarge of Forest Dm- 
dons diould bo filled by Qio Conscryatorj and these oflBccxs in tnm dionld fill 
in the rolls of their gazetted subordinates. Ifo officer should hare a "blade 
mark” set agamst his name Trithout being informed of iij in order that he may 
hare on opportunity of explanation and reform. For this’pnrposo " black marks 
or nnfavonmble opnions may be divided into three olasscsj viz. 

(а) Bemarks of so damaging a character as to indicate a course of 

offieul conduct which, if perdsted in^ must entaU orders injutions 
to the officer affeeted. 

(б) Bemarks indicating faults m an officer’s official character which may 

be remedied. ^

In communicating the suisianee of tho xemarkisthro^ghthe proper channel 
officers who come under class (a) should he given a warning to the effect that 
senona notice wUl be taken of their conduct unless they diow improvement 
and those who come under class (i) should be told that it is hoped that the next 
yearns report will show that they have remedied the fxndts poured ontu It is 
not, however, intended that reasons for the (pinions recorded should be stated 
or that there should be any long and disagreeable correspondence inthismatter 
between the officer conocmedand his Baperiois. An officer subordinate to the 
Conservator is not entitled to demand reasons^ and if any officer desires to know 
reasons he should be informed that any explanation ho may have to offer will 
be submitted to Government with tiio Conservator’s remarks. TThenever 
iheteforc reasons arise for the grant of promotion,^ or of a personal allowance^ 
or for the stoppage of an increment, the character roll of the officer concerned 
should be bubmiited to Government in original in a confidential covet. 
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(2) In the case of OiBcersof the Indian IPorest Service of 16 years’ standing 
and upwards^ tho-DIstriot OiBcets ooncemed will bo supplied by the Conser* 
vator with copies of the ITorm No. 29 and asked to sabmit them with their 
opinions to their xespeotivo Oommissioners in such time that the latter may 
forward them to the ConBerrator, after recording their remarks not later than tho 
15 th May^caoh year. The Conservator will then record his opinion and sub- 
mit the reports to Govemment by tho let J aoe in each year.

117. Institution of Criminal Suits in which aoverament 

is a Party. 

EurnoYmnsr or Goverkment Flcader. 

The following rules have been framed by the liicntcnant^Govcmor 

for the guidance of officers of Government 
and of Government Pleaders in zegnid to 
the prosecution of criminal clutiges before any 
Courts and for the payment of fees to Govern- 
ment Pleaders for conducting such cases on behalf of Government 

1« The Gaveminent Pleader is hound to advise the head of any Government 
office on any legal matters alEeciing the interests of Government in connection 
-with the department which such officer represents vrithout the payment of 
foOj such service being covered by his general retainer. 

2. The Government Pleader is bound to advise a Government officer 
consulting him on bclialf of a Sfunicipality^ District or Docal Board Com- 
mittee^ Port Trust, or of any public body, over whose proceedings such 
Government officer is legally vested with powers of supervision or control, on 
payment of a reasonable fee, for his opinion. Tho amount of such fee shall bo 
noted on the reference, andj if ofEcred to and refused by tho Government 
Pleader, shall be fixed by the Legal Itcmcmbxanecr on. reference to him by tho 
officer who makes the tender. 

S. When a Government Pleader conducts a case in Court ho is, ordinarily 
that is, subject to any special order of tho Superintendent and Bomemhxanccr 
of Legal Affairs, entitled to Rs. IG a day in cases before Magistrates and in* 
Sessions eases. In appeals ho is ordinarily entitled to Bs. IG if the appeal takes 
up the whole or greater part of tho day, and to a proportionately smaller sum 
» if it takes up ltalf-a«^ay or less. 

4. In all cases of criminal prosecutions brought against public officers for 
acts arising out of the performance of their public duties, Government Pleaders 
are bound to defend them, subject to tho conditions laid down in tho circular 
of Government, No. 38, dated the 7th July 1870, and arc entitled to fees.

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5. Tbo following is the proscdnro to be followed wben proscentions are 
lixstitatcd by public officGTs. 'Where the charge is of a cogniasablo ofEcneCj the* 
prosecnfcioxL will ordinarily bo conducted by the police* Whcie the charge is 
of an offence which is non*cognizab] 0 | or^ though cognizable calls for qxHual 
arrangements, the officer who prefers the complaint should refer for instruc- 
tions to the Magistrate of the disiricti who may, if ho thinks fit, cither instruct 
the olBoer himself to prosecute, or, if the ease h ot a complicated and difiienlt 
nature, rendering, in his ojnnion, the employment of iho OoTcrnmcnt Pleader 
dr of some legal practitioner necessary for a proper prosecution, may direct 
the Government Pleader to prosecute or report, for the sanction of Legal 
Bomombninccr, what other amtngcmcnts he has to propose. The Government 
leaves it to the Legal Kemembraneer to see tbat the tendency to unnecessarily 
employ Government Picadors is kept in check. 

G. Government Pleaders should never bo deputed to the mufassal without* 
the previous sanction of the Legal Bomcmbrancor, who will, if ho considers it 
neocssarr, refer any case for the orders of Government.

The Govemment Pleader 
cannotj theref orCj accept a brief for the defence^ or for an appollanti or for an 
applicantj for revision in a criminol caso^ except with tho Magistrate's X^rmis^ 
sion in writing previously obtained. 

lO. In serious or important cases tho question whether Government should 
be represented or not should not depend on whether a pleader' or counsel is 
employed on tho other sidOj but should bo decided by tho Legal Bemembiancor 
on tho merits of the case itself. In cases which might take more of the 
Depuly Legal Bomomhrancer^s time than ho can aiEord to give with regard to 
his other duties tho Legal Picmombranccr should oxerdse the authority vested 
in him of employing counsel to appear for Government. It will also be open 
to tho Magistrate to apply^ through tho Legal Bemembrancerj for tho sanction 
of Government to tho employment of oouhsel in mufossal coses. In casesj 
howoverj where there is no time to refer tho matter to Government for sanction 
the Legal Bcmembrancer’s sanction will bo sufficient. 

118. Civil Suits and Prosecutions against Government Officers. 

1. When a prosecution against an officer of Government is instituted 

by a public servant the officer charged will bo 
defopd himsolf, but Goremment urill 
rnaxy 1899. defray bis reasonable costs in tho event of his 

being acquitted and it being shown that his conduct throughout had been free 
fiom all blame. If, though acquitted of the oflenco charged, hts conduct 
should appear not to be friso from blame, ho will receive any sueh portion, if 
any, of tho cost incurred by him as may seem fitting to tho Government. 

2, In the case of a civil smt or a criminal prosecution instituted by a 
private person against a public servant for acts done in tho discharge of his 
public duly the following course will bo followed • 

Under the provisions of section 424 of the Code of Civil Procedure -ho 

* such civil suit can bo instituted until the expiration of two months 
after delivery of the notice under that section. On receipt of such 
notice tho public servant concerned will at once report to his 
superior officer all tho circumstances necessary to tho forming of 
an opinion on tho case. The superior officer receiving such mport 
will, without delay, after maldug any inquiry that may be neces- 
sary, report all the facts of tho cascj with his recommendation, for 
tho orders of Government, through tho usual official ohonnel. 
Government will pass orders after consulting tho Legal Bcmcm- 

* brancer, if necessary. 


t 
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Section 107 o£ the Criminal Procedure Code lays down a special 
procedure in regard to criminal prosccations against certain classes 
of officers. In those eases there would always he ample time to 
ohtom the orders of Oovemmont as to undertaking the defence of 
the officciSj and this should he done. In the ease of criminal 
prosecutions against other classes of puhlio servants it may 
ordinarily be impossible to obtain tho orders of Government before 
the commencement of the proceedings before the Courl^ and^ when 
this is sOj it must rest with the local officers to decide whether the 
dofenco should be undertaken by the Government or not. IThcn- 
ever it is probahlci howevoTj that tho orders of the Government 
can bo obtained in time a full report should ho at once submitted 
throngh tho usual official ohannel. If such orders are received 
before tho commencement of tho proceedings they will bo acted 
on ; if nof^ tho local olBceis should themselves decide upon the 
course to be taken. 

S. 'Where no appearance is entered on behalf of Government and the suit 
is dismissed or the accused disohaigcd or acquittedj the case will be dealt with 
as is provided under Bulo Ij allowance being made for the expenses (if any) 
realizable under the order of Court. 

4. It is to he distinctly understood that chargeSj the payment of which 
may hc^ applied for under &csc rules^ must bo modcrafej and that the Govern- 
ment does not bind itself to pay unnecessary expenses whidi tho officer concern- 
ed may choose to incur* In petty eases an appearance in per/on will be often 
quite snlBcicntj and^ whore this is so^ tho employment of a pleader is 
superfluous. In tho same way requests .fbr the payment of oounsel will bo 
entertained only under very exceptional circumstances. 

No dvil suit can ho instituted or defended on bohalf o£ Government by 
any ofiScer without the sanction of tho Legal Romomhranoer to the Local 
Government end full compliance with tiio rales in force concerning Govern- 
ment suits. (5se Practice and FjrDCcdaro*Manual.)

mont to the Audit Office for pieliminaiy verification, I am directed to invite 
your attention to the provisions of Aitido 007 (4) of the Civil Service Begnla- 
tions, under irhich saoh service statements may be prepared and submitted for 
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vcri&caiion prior to retirement^ and to request that full advantage may bo 
taken of these provisions so as to avoid delay iu obtaining sanction to an 
anticipatory pension. Article 026 of the Civil Service Regulations is designed 
to obviate the inconvenience caused to officers if the stoppage of their pay on 
retizement is not immediately followed by the grant of such pension as may 
be admissible to them at that stage. It will bo observed that clause («} of tho 
Article requires that the payment of pension should begin within a month of 
retirement. 

(2) I am further to draw your attention to the provisions of Artido 920 
which requires that everything possible should be done to prevent or shorten 
delays in tho payment of pension. As long ago as 1804 tho Government of 
India passed orders that special measures should be adopted for tho speedy 
disposal of all applications for jnsnsion^ and tho liicutenant-Govcraor in 
Council hopes that these orders will be strictly observed in future.

(i) The recoid of a memorandtiia of the evidence of the witnesses examined 
(ifanj). Snch examination should, if there be no special xeason; 
to the contiaiy, be conducted in the presence of the acoosed, who 
should be given an opportunity of questioning the witnesses. 
Except under very ^ecial eireumstances no pleader or agent should 
bo allowed to appear either on behalf of G-ovemment or the accus** 
ed either before the officer who conducts the inquiry or any officer 
to whom appeal may be made ;

(8) When the orders for punishment are passed by an. authority other thair 
the x^rson conducting the inquiry into the conduct of the Government officer 
concerned it will be sufficient if .the authority passing orders of punishment 
definitely rccorda his agreement or disagreement with the person by whom Vhe 
inquiry was conducted. 

(4<) The record is to be prqiarod os the cas3 is- gone into : it is not to bo 
written by a clerk after the case has been decided. 

(6) When any orders of punishment have been passed the officer punished shall 
be entitled to receive a copy of the order of punishment free of coat and shall 
also be allowed to take a copy of the rest of the records, piying for the copy at 
the usual copy rates, or providing his own paper and copyist. 

(6) The special attention of all ofiicers is drawn to tho rule prescribed under 

the authority of the Government of 
India and reproduced in the margin. In 
accordance thcreuith they should base 
their finding and orders of punishment 
upon facts and inferences appearing in 
or deduced from the records, and tho 
judgment should not contain confiden- 
iial matia'S or deal with persons or 
topics not directly concerned with or at issue in tho proceedings. With regard 
to such matters, which properly form the subject of separate coneqiondonee, Buie 
23, section IX, page 26 of tho Bocord Manual, will sipply.

(8) An appellate authority should ordinarily deal| as is customaiyj with those 
points only that arc raised or pressed in the appeal. 

123. Dismissal of Public Servauts. 


In the cir.ialar letter from this Department, No. dated the 

2lst Jnne 1894, the Oovemment of India 
GoranBumtof Inain, inquired what rale was observed mth rogard to 

aatultheisui Juno 1893 . giving Government Officers necessary infOTma- 

^ tion as to dismissals of public servants ; whether 

any difference was made between coses where re-employment is prohibited and. 
where it is not ; and whether in any case of dismissal in which it is decided to 
issue a public notification the cause which led to the disnuBsal is specified. 
The replies Tecelvel to the letter of 21st June show that a uniform pxactice is 
not observed in the different Provinces in dealing with this matter. The Got« 
emor General in Coundil accordingly deems it demiable -fco state the general 
prindples winch should be observed in disposing of such cases. 


2. In the first placcy His Excellency in Council desires to direct attention 
to the distinction that exists between the removal or disohargej and the dismis- 
sal of a public servant. Aemoval from office for such a cause as unfitness iov 
the duties of the office need not usually entail any farther consequences. It 
Ought not to bar reappointment to another officOj for the duties of which the 
person may bo suited^ and’ it should not be accompanied by any subsldioiy 
orders which would operate as such a bar or otherwise prajuffice the parson in 
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question. Bemoval should bo tlio penalty in all eases where it is not thought 
necessaty to bar future rc-ojnploymcnt under Goyemmont. 

3. In cases of dismissab on the other handj the effect of the order should 
be to preclude tlio dismissed officer from being re*cmploycd. Ordinary eases of 
the dismissal of non^giufcttcd officers need not bo noiaflod in the Ooyetnzznent 
Gazette. As a preeantion against the inadvertent re-employment of men who 
may have been dismissed^ it would be suffioient to rule that officers should 
ascertain whether an applicant for a post has been in Government service 
hoforoj and should refer to his previous employer if the oircnmstonccs connect- 
ed ndth his discharge are not dear. The applicant should be required to pro- 
duce a copy of his character book or other record of serv'Ico^ and a person who 
succeeds in obtaining employment by the concealment of his antecedent^ 
would obviously merit dismissal on the true facts being discovered. The sanc^ 
tion of the Local Government or Administration always should bo required to 
the re-employment of persons dismissed. 

4i, The dismissal of public servants shoulditho Governor General in Council 
considersj be notified in the Gazette only in the following eases, viz.t — (1) When 
it is necessary to notify the public of the removal from scn-icc of on officer 
whether because his appointment was previously gazetted or from any other 
cause, and (2) when it is spcdally desired to exclude from re-employment int 
the service of Government of a public servant who has been dismissed for a 
heinous offence, such os fraud or falsification of accounts. 

6. The reason for the dismissal of a public officer should not be stated in 
the notification regording his dismissal, even in eases in which a conviction has 
been obtained in a Criminal Court. It will bo sufficient to announce in the 
case of any person whose dis nissal will be notiiicl in accordance with the 
principle laid down in paragraph 1> of^this circular that the Government has 
dispensed with his services, except in those eases in which the cause of dismissal 
constitutes a disqualification under the terms of the law regulating the tenure 
of a particular appointment, and it is for this reason ncccssaiy to couple with 
the announcement of the dismissal a statement of the grounds upon which it 
has been ordered. 

G. The Government of India leave it to tlio Local Governments to make 
Bachanangomentsasthey think ncccBsary for securing that officers serving under 
them axe informed what Government servants, other than those whose dismis- 
sals have been gazetted, have been dismissed. There is not before the Gov- 
ernment of India sufficient evidence to show that it is necessary to communi- 
cate such information bctu*cen Provinces if the precautions above mentioned 
axe taken by officers when mokbig appointments to vacant posts.

The reduction 
or dismissal oC ofiBoers of the Frovinoial Service will rest with the Local 
Government. 

2. Any member of the Sabordinste Forest Service may be snspended by 
the Livifflonal Forest Officer.

60^ in a single payment, or by monthly dednction from pay of not less 
than one rupee, till the above amount has been oompleied, or ih^ must give 
a sconrlty bond, executed by some person of known respectabiUty and solvenoy, 
for thdr good and honost oonduot, in the following form

6. If an officer is unable to furnish the full amount of seanrity due from 
him in a single payment ho may, at the discretion of the Conservator, bn 
permitted to pay it by monthly instalments of not less than one-fourth of 
his pay.

6. House properly may in no oase be aoc^ted os scourily. 

7s No oDioer appointed after the date of these rales to any post 
requiring seonrlfy will bo permitted to fnrnisb it in tho form of landed 
property. 

8. Offioers who have already given socurify in landed property will be 
reqnized to set apart 26 per cent of their salaries in order to provide secunl^y in 
the form of promissoty notes or Savings Bank deposits. The security given 
by them in landed property will remain in force until tho requisite amount has 
been made np by deductions bom their pay.

period of such leave. In the case, however, of a non-gazetted officer the special 
permission of his departmental sapetior may bo accepted as sufficient 
authorlly. 

The above orders referred to the acceptance of employment of a private 
cr Casual nature, and do not apply to tbo acceptance by officers while on Icavo 
of employment of the kind for which the Foreign Service Kulcs in Part VII of 
the Civil Service Acgulations provide. > An officer who, during leave, takes 
up an appointment which is such as should, for public reasons and not merely 
in his oivn interests be filled by a servant of Government, must be tiansfetrcd 
thereto in the regular way by the authority empowered to authorize his transfer 
under the rules regulating transfers to foreign service. Prom the date on 
which ho takes np tho appointment he ceases to bo on leave, and is no longer 
entitled to dtaw^ leave allowances from Government, and becomes an offi- 
cer in active service drawing from his employer, pay fixed in acoordonce with 
rule.

Bhsoluteok. — It has been bronght to the notice of tho Govemmont of India 
that tho provisions of Article 1093 of tho Civil Service Regulations ate sometimes 
applied to cases in which it docs not appear that the interests of the public 
scrvico req[niro officers to send their horses or camp ecinipment by steamer or 
railway. In framing the mlo contained in Article 1093 and in allowing Local 
Governments to delegate tbcic powers under that mlo to Heads of Depart* 
monts and other authorities it was not the intention of the Government of 
India that officers should, when making ordinary jonmeys on tour or transfer, bo 
entitled, in addition to drawing travelling allo^vanee, to convey their horses or 
Camp equipment at Government expense, oven when the nature of their duties 
requires them to miuntain horses or camp equipment. The rule was intended to 
meet tho more or less exceptional case of an officer rcqatrJng, for the discharge 
of his offidal duties, to make use of his horses or camp equipment in one place 
immediately orrery shortly after having had to use them in the public servioe 
in another place and who is therefore obliged in tho interests of the* public 
service to convey them by railway or steamer. It is only therefore when it is 
shown that public interests would suffer, if an officer sent on his horses or camp 
equipment by road or country cart, or (in cases of distant transFcra) if he sold 
and replaced them, instead of despatching them by qnidksst moons at his com- 
mand, that tho cost of their oonvoyonco by rail or steamer shonld be sanctioned. 
Jt ol^ follows that tiio concession should not be mado to an officer who sends 
forward his horses in order to avoid the expense of hiring the means of conviy* 
ance on a journey for which ho draws handling allowance, for that is the veiy 
obaxge which tho travelling idlowance is in such a case meant to defray. Nor can 
the rule be applied to meet tho oharges for oonveyance to the officer's station of 
a hozBC or of equipment purchased from a place at a distance. 
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S, The Qovcrninont of Bombay have from time to time issued orders with 
Vi view to restrict the application of Ariiclc 1003 to the cases which it is intend- 
ed to mcct> ond in the ojnnion of ilio Govenunent of India, it is desirable thai 
^ thcr Local Governments should issue instructionb to a similar cfEect. The 
Government of Bombay roquirc the nnllioritics to whom they delegate the 
pou^rs conferred on them by Article 1003 to submit twice a year a rctitm of 
Uanctions givcni until brief notes explaining the cironmstanccs of each case 
Tlioy also prohibit these authorities from Faiiciioning the conveyance at Gov- 
^Omment expense of more than tuo liorfrCs. 

3. The Govcniixiont of India do not desire to lay down a hanl and fast 
rule limiting the powers ot pre^^ent conferred on Local Governments for the 
sanction of the oonvcyauco of horses or camp equipment at Government cxxicnso. 
But in fulitre Local Govenimcnis should confine the apxilieatiou of the exibling 
rule to those eases to which the first paragrajih of this Kcsolntion shows they 
^Yo meant to apply, and they should i<tsuo any instniciions which may appear 
ncces^iy to ensure that the authorities suhordinato to lliom do not grant the 
concc<«ion in eases when the oflicers themselves should projicrly bear the charge 
of conveyance.

2. As tho Medical Board in question considered Mr. 

unfit to serve again in a tropical climate they 
shotild not have jrccommcndcd tho grant to him 
20th July 1012. Qjf icjtvo on medical certificate^ and I request 

that Your Bscclicnoy's Government will canve 
instmotions to be issued, and embodied in the Civil Service Begnlations, 
which will prevent Medioal Officers from recommending tho grant of sick 
leave in any ease in which there appears to bo no reasonable prospect 
tliat tho offioer concerned will over bo fit to return to duty. These 
insimetions should be regarded ns of general application, and not as 
confined io the oases of ofiioers imdcr agreement. 

3. further, as iiiconvcnienco has at times been caused owing to a 
^Icdical Board in India recommending the grant of leave to officers 
serving under agreements in eases whore either no leave, or a less 
amount than that recommended was admissible, I think it desirable that 
it should be laid donm that all ccrtiricatos of Medical Boanls or of

3. Kasanli is sitnated in the Lower Himalajuis at about G^OOO feet 
above sea level. It is very oo^d in winter ihorej and sometimos tbe snow* 
lies on the ground for weeks together.. Patients shonUj therefore^ provide 
themselves with a sniBoiency of warm clothing and bedding. 

The most oonvenient railway station for ICasaulx is Kalka, on^ the 
Tlast Indian Bailway^ 0 jr niileB distant from the Fostenr Institute. Tbe road 
from Ealka is all up-hill. Ponies, Dandies, dixooltes, rickshaws and coolies 
are available for the oairioge of passengers and baggage. 

S. In Easanli there is a Dak Bungalow, hotels, and boarding houses- 
and the Club is a rasidential one. A bouse, Dmmbar with five sots of 
quarters, is attached to, and is under the superintendence of, the Institute. 
This is intended strictly for Europeans aad Anglo-Indians, and for such 
of them only as are hnahlo to afford hotel rates. Too charges are Bs. S-S-O* 
per day per person, everything inclnded. British soldiers reoelve quarters at 
the Station Ilospital. For Indians who cannot afford to rent a honse 
in tho bazar, wh'oh is about balf-a-milo from tbe Institute, Lines ** have 
been provided whore they* |may live during treatment. Indigent patients 
are supplied wifh warm clothing, blankets, and cooking utensils when 
necessaiy. No oliargc is made for these. Indian soldiers are accom- 
modated in The Lines 

4. The treatment is free of all charge; amV if the instructions laid down 
by the Director aio followed, pneocs nndergoing treatment ore not xendcicd. 
ill in any eense of the term. The course lasts fourteen days. 

5. Patients should proceed to Ensauli as soon as possible after being bitten* 
Illiterate patients sent by employers and Government officials should hs given 
a letter, stating all details as to tho manner in uhieh tliey were bitten, th^ 
fate of the attacking animal, and tho ^total number of persons and animals 
known to have been bitten by the rabid animal. 

6. Patient! wbo are sent by, or at tho ospenso of, private employers, 
friends and otber private persons or assoolations shonld also be provided by 
them with tbe cost of their return jonmoy and with sufficient money 
p*iy for their food during tho coiiise of treatment which lasts two weeks 
If dcsireJ, money for these^urposca may be sent to the Director of the 
Insbltule^ and this course is strongly rcoommended in tho case of moniaj 
fieivants and illiterate or other irrcspansible people.

Candidates must have 
passed the Entiance or Matricnlatioh examination of a recognized Indian 
University and preference will be ^ven'to those whoj in addition to possessing 
the necessary phytical qualifications for service in the 'Poxest Department, have 
passed the Pint Examination in Arts. ' '

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3. Vrom the applications icoeivod the Conservator of Poxosts will make a 
proliminaiy selection and the candidates so selected will bo required to present 
themselves before the Conservator at a time and place to bo fixed by him.

S* OfBoers of tho Porcst Department in Bihar and Oxiasa will be 
required to pass by both tho standards referred to in Port Bj Section llAj 
in Hindi and Oriya^ according os the one or tho other is prescribed for each 
officer by the Iiicutenant^Oovcmor in Council under Article dO of the Forest 
Department Codc^ 1018* The text^books will bo those prescribed in Part B, 
Section llA^ and tho examination^ including the oral test^ will be conducted 
generally according to the rules prescribed for tho examination of other Civil 
Offioers.

A total of 120 marks in any paper will entitle tho examinee to a certificate of 
having passed in that subject.

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6. In ilie examination in Iiand Bevenne not less tlian elx qncBtioiiB

The examination in Procedure and Accounts will embrace the Forest 
God^ the Civil Service BegulationSj the Civil Account Codoj and the rules 
regarding the general conduct of business in the Forest Department. The 
use of books will be allowed. 

7. A Porest OfSoer passing the above examination will be considered 
to have fulfilled the conditions necessary for promotion referred to in 
Articles 11 (note) and 36 of the Forest Department Codcj 1918. 

8. At the discretion of the Lieutenant-Oovemor in Council the incre- 
ments of any Deputy Conservator, Assistant Conservator, Extra Deputy 
Conservator or Extra Assistant Conservator of less than twdve years' service 
transferred to Bihar and Orissa from another province may be stopped if 
he fails to pass by the Lower Standard in the language prescribed under 

' Buie 8 of the Buies in this Appendix within three years from the date of his 
transfer, or, in the case of aw officer previously transferred, within three years 
from, date of publication of these rules.

in which ii was recommended that ^elected lorcsi olficcrB should be allowed 
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to Tisit Dolira for ibo study o£ any particular subject in irbiob they desire 
to earry out research trork, It will be seen that the matter was left crer 
for further consideration. Two years have now elapsed since the Board of 
Forestry made their recommendation, and during this time the work at the 
Forest Eescarch Institute has made great progress. The Oorernment of 
India consider it is of great importance that all gazetted forest officers should 
bcin'touch with tho Besearcb Institute and keep themselves acquainted 
with the work and investigations which aro in progress there, and, though 
deputations for special duty ihavo not yet been arranged for, they will be 
glad to see all promising Officers encouraged to pay short visits to Dehra 
of, say, ten days or a fortnight, during which time they would be able to 
inspect the Museums, the Chemical Laboratory, and tho Herbarium. They 
would thus gain a general knowledge of tho investigations which have been 
and ore being undertaken— and of the widespread effects that these may 
be expected to have on tho sylvicultural treatment of the forests and on 
tho development of forestry in general. 

•1. Should it boconsilcred desirable that an officer should pay a more 
extended visit to Dehra for some particular purpose or with some special 
object, c.g., to consult the herbarium in connection with the preparation of 
a local ' Flora ' it will be open to Local Governments to allow him to do so 
and the President Forest Bcscarch Institute, will cnicavour to give him 
every facility for prosecuting his inquiries. During such period of deputa* 
tion officers would rccoivo their full pay ani allowances, and may be allowed 
travelling allowance to and from Dchu Dun, but no daily allowance during 
bait there. Tho most convenient time for snob visits would be during tho 
monsoon— July to October— and 1 am to suggest that with the permission 
of His Honour tho Licutcnant>Oovcmor, any Forest Officer who wishes to do 
so, and who it is considered would profit by such visits, may after consul- 
tation with the President, Forest Bcscarch Institute and College, be allowed 
to visit Debra on dnty for tho purpose set forth aLavc.*' 
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
